SIXTI1 WffiOF STRIKE
Loss is Now Estimated at About a

Million Dollara a Day.
MINE BOSSE8 JOIN THE 8TRIKERS

r*ow Many Quit Work la Problematl-
cal, Aa Operators Claim to Have
More Than Last Week, and Mitchell
Says One-Half Quit Work.
Wilkosbarre, Pa.. June 17.The sixth

week of the anthracite coal mtamnt
Btiike began yesterday without a rip-
ple to disturb the calmneas of the sit-
uatlon. Rain feil nearly all day. which
helped to keep the more than 150,000
idle men and boys iadoors. Several
reports of assaults on workingrnen and
coal and iron pollcerucn were recelved
here from different sections of the re¬

glon, but no one waa serlously injured
Most of theae attackB occur under the
cover of darkness or at starting tlme
In the morning.
The sum of $30,000,000 will barely

cover the losses of the flve weeks of
the anthracite strike, the losses now

amountkig to about fl.OOO.OOO a day.
The figures follow: Losses to operators
ln price of coal (normal). $13,109,000;
loss to mine workers in wagea, $6,480.-
000; loss to employes. other than mln¬
ers, made Idle by the strike, $1,600,-
000; toss to business men in coal re¬

glon. $4,200,000; loss to business men
outside the reglon, $2,5»O,000; cost of
maintaining coal and iron poliee. $350,-
000; cost of maintaining non-anion
workeps, $50,000; estimated damage tc
the mines, $1,000,000. Total, $29,280,-
000.

It was expeeted that yesterday would
wltness the refusal of a large number
of flre bosses and other mine bosses t«a
go to work, but the best lnformation
obtainable shows that the number of
men who quit was aot large. In fact
several of the mlning superlntendente
ln this region asserted that they had
more men at work at the engines and
pumps than they had last week. Presi¬
dent Mitchell and other labor leatdere
questlon this assertion, and on the con-
trary claim that nearly half of the men
who were at work on Saturday refused
to go Into the collleries yesterday.
Neither slde gave out any ngures.

CANNOT IMPORT MINERS

Only Way Collleries Can Start Is By
Break In Strikera' Ranks.

WilkeBbarre, Pa., June _8. . The
general strike situatlon remains
unchanged. The mlners report tha*
more men came out. and the coal coni-
pany offldals, on the contrary, clalmed
that they are increasing their forcea
around the collleries. Some of these
men are used in the flre room. and at
the pumps. and others were engaged to
do* guard duty.
There is a persistent rumor afloat

that non-union men will be brought
into the coal flelds to mine coal. This
cannot be done, BBaBBBa practlcally all
the anthracite mlners ln tho country
are located in this reglon. and all are
on strike. New men cannot take their
places, becanse under the laws of
Pennsylvania no raan can be employed
as a miner without havlng first ob-
talned a certificate showing that he has
had two years1 experlence at anthracite
mlning. These certlflcates are lssued
by examinlng boards, composed of
mlners appointed by the president
judge of each county in which anthra¬
cite coal is produced. The only way
the cempanies can start their collleries
is by a break ln the ranks of the strlk-
ers. At present there ls no sign that
such a thing will happen.
BOER SURRENDER8 COMPLETE

All Burflhers In Tranavaal and Orange
River Colony Laid Down Arms.

London, June 18..A dlspatch from
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretorla, Mon¬
day, June 16, announces the addltlonal
surrender of 915 Boers. This completea
the surrenders ln the Transvaal. Un¬
der date of June 17, Lord Kltchener
announces that 700 Boers surrendered
at Bloemfontein on Monday, and that
all the surrenders in the Transvaal and
Orange River Coloay are now com-
plete. In the Transvaal 11,225 men sur¬
rendered and 10,813 rifles were given
up. while ln the Orange River Colony
5,395 men surrendered and 5,280 rifles
were turned ln. The figures for Cape
Colony have not been fuliy recelved.
Lord Kltchener adds: "I have handed

over the Soath African constabulary to
the civll authoritles, aa the neceaslty
for further mllltary operations has
ceased."

LAND DI8PUTE ENDS IN MURDER
One Dead and Another Fatally In¬

jured at Oklahoma Clty.
Oklahoma^ Clty, Okla.. June 18..E.

W. Johnson, vice president of the
Classen Real Eatate Company, and
who served through the Cuban cam-
palgn with the Rough Rlders and was
per8onally known to President Roose¬
velt. was shot and killed here yester¬
day by W. T. McMichael. as a result
of a contest over a land claim. Before
he died, Johnson shot and fatally
wounded McMichael. E. E. Brown.
one of the oldest newspaper men ln
the territory, flred flve shots at Mc¬
Michael in defense of Johnson. but
none of them took effect. There was
talk of lynchlng McMichael, until it
was learned that his wound was fatal.
Brown and Johnson attempted tc

lead away. a cow plaeed on Brown'e
Iot by McMichael, when McMichael
flred without warning at Johnson
Johnson fell with a bullet ln his head
Brown then drew his revolver and be¬
gan flrlng at McMichael. Johnson, dy
ing. raised hlmself upon his elbow,
rested his pistol on his wrlat and flred
twlce at McMichael. One ahot atruck
McMichael ln the abdomen, the other
golng wlld, and he dropped his re¬
volver and ran for aid. Johnson died
In ten minutes. None of Brown's shots
took effect, and he was unhurt.

TRAGEDY AT COATESVILLg
Widow Shot By Suitor. Who Is Alao

Killed In Struggle For Weapon.
Coatesvllle. Pa., June 16..Mrs.

Rachel Sahlor, a wldow, was yesterday
ahot and Instantly killed by Harry N.
Rlcer, of Newcastle, Pa., who waa also
killed by a bullet from his revolver
while struggling with another woman
for posse8sion of the weapon. The
tragedy. lt ls sald, was the result of a
quarrel. Rlcer was regarded aa Mrs.
Sahlor'a accepted suitor. He ap¬
peared at the house and demanded an
lntervlew with Mrs. Sahlor. 8he de-'
clined to recelve hlm and waa dls
mlsslng him at the door, when he drew
a revolver from his pocket and ehot
her through tho heart He then, lt ls
clalmed. aimed the revolver at Mrs.
Erne8t, who grappled with hlm. Dur-
ing the struggle the pistol waa dis-
charged, the bullet taking effect in
Ricer's head, kllling hlm almost in-
atantly.

Wlld Race For Free Land.
Rocatello, Idaho, June 18.~-Exactly

at 12 o'clock yesterday 1,300 men and
boys of aM agea rushed across the line
of the ceded Fort Hall Reservation and
dlsappeared ln a cloud of dust ln their
mad rush for homestead and mineral
lands. Most of them were mounted
on horses and ponles, and a majorlty
were heavily arraed. Probably 1,000
persons departed later with paek
mules. Before 2 o'clock Pocatello
waa practlcally deserted. Many slgns
of trouble were apparent before the
Btartlng slgnal was given. In scores
of instances lt was known that three
or more men lntended to locate on the
same plece of land.

Jealoua Huaband's Crime.
Norfolk, Va., June 18..In a flt of

Jealous rage, R. 8. Harris yesterday
Bhot his wlfe through tbe head, and
then. turning the weapon on hlmself,
Bent a bullet through his left breast.
above the heart, followlng it with an¬
other through the head.

Three chil¬
dren. one married and Ilving in Phlla-
delphia, and the others, aged 12 and 7
years, survtve.

Dean Hoffman Is Dead.

Rev. Eugene Augustus Hoffman, D. D.,
dean of the Genecal Theologlcal Semi-
nary of the Protestant Episcopal
Churoh.
